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Clinic  Helps  Control  Non-Fluency  |

Many  campus  organizations  have 
been  visited  during  the  year  by  a 
unique  student  panel  who  presents 
a brief  explanation  of  the  problem 
they  share— stuttering. 

Following  their  own  discussion 
the  audience  is  invited  to  ask  any 
questions  they  may  have  concern- 
ing stuttering,  or  “non-fluency”  as 
Dr.  Parley  Newman  frequently  re- 
fers to  it. 

Dr.  Newman  supervises  an  adult 
stuttering  dine  as  part  of  the  Com- 
municative Disorders  Area  of  the 
Dept,  of  Speech  and  Dramatic  Arts. 
The  clinic  is  open  to  anyone  in  the 
community,  but  all  seven  of  the 
people  currently  involved  happen 
to  be  students  at  the  Y. 

The  purpose  of  the  clinic  is  two- 
fold. It  is  used  as  a learning  ex- 
perience for  students  studying 
speech  pathology  at  BYU,  and  it 
aids  students  and  others  who  may 
stutter. 

Often  the  stutterer  himself  can- 
not remember  how  his  problem 
began.  Dr.  Newman  points  out  that 
some  people  are  physiologically 
susceptible  to  the  condition.  When 
stress  in  the  environment  is  ex- 
perienced, the  resulting  anxiety 
causes  fluency  to  break  down.  This 
anxiety  is  manifest  in  stuttering, 
or  blocked  speech. 


The  emotional  stress  is  different 
in  each  case  but  may  include  any- 
thing from  too-demanding  parents 
and  an  uncomfortable  home  life  to 
being  teased  by  other  children. 

In  any  case,  a cycle  may  be 
established.  The  child  finds  himself ' 
stuttering,  someone  laughs  at  him, 
and  soon  the  anxiety  he  feels  is 
the  very  fear  of  stuttering  itself. 
The  stutterer  avoids  answering  the 
phone  and  often  avoids  talking  at 
all.  A motor  response  is  established 
as  well  as  an  emotional  response; 
soon  the  habit  is  formed. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
stuttering  has  been  known  to  run 
in  families,  although  this  is  not  al- 
ways the  case. 

Can  stuttering  be  “cured’?  Ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Newman,  “Four- 
fifths  of  the  people  who  stutter 
eventually  stop.”  The  purpose  of 
the  clinic  is  to  help  them  reach  this 
goal. 

Meeting  two  or  three  times  a 
week,  the  clinic  uses  small  group 
discussions  and  individual  consul- 
tations as  its  format. 

There  are  five  basic  ways  the 
stutterer  learns  to  overcome  his 
handicap:  through  counseling, 
through  ego  strengthening,  through 
inhibiting  anxiety  with  modern 
psychological  techniques,  through 
the  elimination  of  stuttering  as  a 
motor  response,  and  through  con- 
frontation, which  is  openly  admit- 


ting the  problem  and  facing  it  ra- 
ther than  attempting  to  hide  it. 

It  is  through  this  last  method 
that  some  groups  have  been  visited 
by  participants  in  the  clinic  and 
have  received  panel  discussions.  By 
seeking  engagements  where  they 
can  talk  about  their  problem,  these 
students  learn  to  “confront”  the 
handicap  head-on.  At  the  same 
time,  their  audience  benefits  by 
gaining  an  understanding  of  stutter- 
ing and  by  learning  how  and  how 
not  to  react  to  a person  who  stut- 
ters. 

When  the  stutterer  “rehearses” 
what  he  is  going  to  say,  he  tenses 
up  with  the  fear  that  it  may  not 
come  out  right,  says  Dr.  Newman.
